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Crash sparks call 
to curb boy racers 



RESIDENTS living on a 
street plagued by boy 
racers have called for 
urgent action after a car 
ploughed into the front 
of their homes. 

People living off Broad 
Street, Ely, were woken by a 
loud bang at 6.30am on 
Sunday morning after a car 
smashed into two houses, 
causing an estimated 
£50,000 of damage. 

It is thought the crash occurred 
when a car attempted a U-turn at 
the entrance to a nearby car park 
and slid into the properties in 
Cardinal’s Terrace, off Broad Street. 

Neither the driver nor his three 
passengers was hurt in the crash. 

Deborah Cox-Riches, 72, who 
has campaigned for years for 
safety measures in Broad Street, 
said: “I wasn’t at home at the time, 
but my husband Trevor was lying 
in bed and wondered what had hit 
him. 

“He came downstairs and saw 
the car had hit the wall and gone 
through our door. It went through 
our neighbour’s too. 

“I sleep in the front room and I 
hear these cars whizzing down the 
hill and then down Broad Street. 
It’s dreadfully noisy.

Jayne’s marathon effort in memory of beloved dad 


THE body of a man is 
believed to have been 
hidden in grass beside a 
railway line for several days 
after he was hit by a train, an 
inquest was told. 

Philip Black, 52, had twice 
texted a friend asking him to 
clean out his room at the 
pub where he stayed. 

Railway workers found 
Mr Black’s body beside the 
line near the Sandhill rail¬ 
way crossing at Littleport 
when they carried out an 
inspection of the track on 
August 3. Mr Black’s family 
in Scotland reported him 
missing at the end of July 
after he had failed to get in 
touch with them. 

A jury at the inquest in 
Huntingdon returned a 
verdict that Mr Black, a 
safety officer who was stay¬ 
ing at the Crown pub in 
Littleport, had killed him¬ 
self. 

Investigations had been 
unable to discover which 
train had hit Mr Black, 
although the driver of a train 
passing through the area on 
July 3J had reported a 
“rough ride” in which he 
was almost thrown out of 
his seat. 

Gary Mathias, a coroner’s 
liaison officer with British 
Transport Police, said a note 
had been found in a hedge 
and that Mr Black had been 
identified from fingerprints 
found at the pub. 

Cambridgeshire police 
had also been dealing with a 
missing person report. 


A NOVICE runner is taking part in the 
London Marathon in memory of her 
late father. 

Jayne Fuller, 32, is hoping to raise

Jayne, who works in the toy

“I started off with just a mile or 
two at a time back in September, but 
I’m thinking about doing a half¬ 
marathon. I’ve still a long way to go 
before I can do the full 26 miles. 

“I grew up watching the event on 
TV, but I went down to London to see 


it last year and thought I should give 
it a go. I’ve raised over £700 so far 
and I’m hoping to get a stall in Ely 
market soon for a tombola.”

Sex charge mum 
‘warned off boy’ 

THE mother of a 12-year-old 
boy who was allegedly 
sexually abused by a family 
friend told a court she had 
warned the woman away. 
Playtime assistant and mum- 
of-two Diane Pullar, 31, alle¬ 
gedly had sex with the 
youngster five times between 
April and July 2009. 

The boy’s mother, who cannot 
be named, told a jury at 
Cambridge Crown Court that 
she challenged the woman’s 
behaviour. 

She said: “I would see her 
straddling him on the 
trampoline. I said ‘the way you 
play with him is inappropriate. 
You need to cover up or stop 
close contact’, you could see 
her breasts.” 

Pullar, of Tithe Road, 

Chatteris, has pleaded not 
guilty to six charges of 
engaging in sexual activity 
with a child. 

The jury retired on Tuesday to 
consider a verdict. 

Two-car collision 
closes rural road 

A TWO-car crash blocked a 
rural road for several hours on 
Monday night. 

Motorists involved in the 
accident on Stretham Road, 
Wilburton, were seriously 
injured. 

Emergency services were 
called shortly after 7.35pm 
and closed the road between 
Stretham and Twentypence 
Road, a restriction which 
stayed in place until after 
10pm. 

The vehicles involved were a 
blue Vauxhall Zafira and a blue 
Vauxhall Astra. 

Paramedics and firefighters 
also attended the scene. 
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Airman denies 
party rape bid 


PARTYGOERS turned on a 
fellow reveller after he sex¬ 
ually assaulted and attem¬ 
pted to rape an unconsc¬ 
ious woman, a court heard. 

Justin Ryan May, 22, a US ser¬ 
viceman, was allegedly found 
attacking the young woman at a 
house party in William’s Close, 
Ely, on March 20 last year. He was 
thrown out of the house and 
beaten up by a number of men. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard 
in the early hours of the morning, 
May assaulted the woman in a 
bedroom while she lay uncon¬ 
scious as the party continued 
downstairs. 

Lindsay Cox, prosecuting, said: 
“The only reason the complain¬ 
ant was not raped was the timely 
intervention of someone who 
had come to check on her. At lam 
a friend went upstairs to check on 
the complainant, the door was 
shut and on entering the defend¬ 
ant was found lying on top of her. 

“She was unaware of what was 
taking place and was only woken 
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by the defendant being pulled 
out of the bedroom.” 

May, a First Class Aircraftsman 
with the US Air Force gave his 
address as RAF Lakenheath. He 
has pleaded not guilty to charges 
of assault by penetration and 
attempted rape. 

Mr Cox continued: “After the 
first attack, the defendant seem¬ 
ed happy to take things further 
and would have done. 

“When he was discovered, the 
defendant became very upset. He 
kept saying: ‘I am sick. I am sick. I 
need help. I am sorry.’” 

The jury watched the woman, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, give evidence by video 
interview and heard her cross- 
examined from behind a screen. 

She said she could remember 
little about the night, but denied 
consenting to any sexual activity. 

The jury also heard that May 
told a police officer the woman 


did not resist his advances. 

In a police interview following 
his arrest, May said he went 
upstairs to use a bathroom and 
saw her “passed out”. He went 
back downstairs and had a few 
drinks before going upstairs 
again. May said in the interview: 
“I nudged her a little bit. 

“She grabbed my arm. She said 
something I didn’t understand.” 

He added: “She pulled her 
pants [trousers] down and I 
kissed her. I started pulling my 
pants down.” 

May told the officer how he 
climbed on to the bed over the 
woman and touched her sexually. 
He said: “She didn’t push me 
away. She didn’t say no.” 

May said he realised “she 
wasn’t able to make a decision”, 
adding: “I realised, hey, this isn’t 
right and went to pull my pants 
up.” 

The court heard both the 
woman and May had consumed 
alcohol. 

The case continues. 


Thief ordered to 
repay garage 

A MAN who stole more than 
£30 worth of food from a 
shop will have the offence 
hanging over him for the next 
12 months. 

Simon Clarke, 36, stole £37 
worth of food items from the 
BP garage in Ely on January 
4. 

Clarke, of Meadow Close, 
Witchford, appeared at the 
city’s magistrates’ court last 
Thursday where he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of 
shoplifting. 

He was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge and was 
ordered to pay the garage £37 
compensation. 

Metal taken in 
recycling raid 

A RECYCLING centre has 
again been targeted by 
raiders. 

Thieves forced the locks and 
chain on the gates at Grunty 
Fen Recycling Centre in 
Witchford before stealing an 
unknown amount of scrap 
metal.

Delay in sentence for teenage knife attacker 


A TEENAGER who stabbed 
two people outside a pub will 
now be sentenced next month 
after a delay in preparing 
probation reports. 

The J7-year-old, who can¬ 
not be named for legal 
reasons, appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court 
charged with two counts of 
causing grievous bodily harm 
without intent during an 
incident outside the Town- 
house pub and Balti King 


takeaway in Ely’s Market 
Street last July. 

Three people were injured 
in the incident, which was 
only stopped by the brave 
actions of doormen at the 
Townhouse. 

Nineteen-year-old Liam 
Boyd was stabbed three times 
- in his chest, abdomen and 
thumb - and Leigh Meads, 25, 
suffered a puncture wound to 
the right side of his chest. 

Both required emergency 


surgery. Another victim, 18- 
year-old Michael Setchell, was 
stabbed in the back by the 
teenager and treated by 
paramedics at the scene. 

The attacker, who admitted 
the grievous bodily harm 
counts and possessing an 
offensive weapon, was due to 
be sentenced this week, but a 
bureaucratic mix-up meant 
probation reports were not 
ready. 

The youth, who has moved 


from Ely to London after the 
incident, claimed he had 
taken a knife out with him “to 
protect himself” after being 
aware of tension between 
certain groups in the city. 

Magistrates have turned 
down a request by the Weekly 
News to name the youth 
because the offence was not a 
“grave” one. 

He was released on bail and 
will be sentenced on February 
2 .

For two decades, the much¬ 
loved pony has been providing 
enjoyment and therapy for 
severely disabled and mentally 
handicapped people of all ages. 

Jo Alderson, a member of the 
Elysian group of the RDA, said: 
“Gingerbread is our driving pony. 

“It means that young people 
and adults who are too disabled to 
actually ride a horse can still 
benefit from them. 

“Once a week, people come to 
Paradise Farm and enjoy rides in 
the trap, with Gingerbread leading 
the way. 

“The benefits are absolutely 
huge - not only does it lift people’s 
spirits and provide them with 
enjoyment, but it is hugely 
therapeutic. 

“She’s such a polite, good 


natured little pony and loves doing 
it as much as people love her.” 

This year is also special for the 
RDA as it is celebrating its 40th 
anniversary. 

Through volunteers and 
specially-trained horses, the 
charity provides therapy, 
achievement and enjoyment for 
people with disabilities. 

Miss Alderson said: “Once a 
week we also welcome people at 
the Sedgeway Equestrian Centre in 
Witchford. 

“There, disabled people who are 
capable of riding a horse, get to 
ride, muck out, groom and 


generally spend time with them. 

“All of this is made possible by 
volunteers, fundraising and 
donations, and the effect it has on 
disabled people is massive. 

“Without that, the RDA would 
not be able to do what it does.”

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Safer networking for 
pupils on Schoolbook 


A PRIMARY school has set up its 
own social networking site to 
allow pupils to safely socialise 
online. 

Children at Ely St John’s Primary School 
are now logging on to ‘Schoolbook’ 
instead of Facebook and other social 
networking sites. 

The website is similar to other sites as it 
allows pupils to set up their own profiles, 
chat with friends, play games and upload 
photos. 

However, every move they make is 
monitored by the school’s IT team to 
ensure they are safe while online. 

The project is the brainchild of Peter 
Firth, the school’s IT co-ordinator. 

Mr Firth told the Weekly News : “Most 
parents are already well aware of the 
potential hazards posed by their children’s 
unsupervised use of the internet. 

“Although the actual threat is relatively 
small compared, say, to the dangers of 
crossing the road, grooming by predatory 
men is an ever-present possibility if 
children use chat rooms, a social 
networking site or play online games. 

“The beauty of our Schoolbook site is 
that pupils can do all the usual things they 
do online - but safely. 

“I’m able to monitor everything they 
do, which may seem over the top, but 
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safety should be paramount.” 

Mr Firth created the site over the 
Christmas holidays and launched it at the 
start of the term. 

He said: “We’re only at the very early 
stages but already pupils can post things 
to their friends, write stories, tell jokes, 
upload their artwork and many other 
things. The site also has messaging, 
internal email and a shout box. 

“We want to come up with lots more 
things so that it’s as fun as possible for 
them but judging by the number of pupils 
logging on already they’re enjoying it.” 

The site can be used by any of the 
school’s pupils in Years 2-6 and is 
accessed from the school’s main home 
page. 

It comes just weeks after Cambridge¬ 
shire police warned parents to be on their 
guard after receiving reports of a man 
using social networking sites to groom 
children. 

The constabulary is urging youngsters 
in East Cambridgeshire to be vigilant and 
parents to monitor what their children are 
doing on sites, including Facebook.

to force council rethink on leisure site 



Big plans: East Cambridgeshire District Council wants to build 
a new leisure centre in Downham Road, near Ely Rugby Club.

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‘Disgusting footpath 
poses health hazard’ 


LITTER is turning a well- 
used footpath into an 
eyesore - and a health 
hazard, say frustrated 
residents. 

Families in Soham are de¬ 
manding a clean-up of Thorne 
Lane, the footpath which 
connects Kingfisher Drive’s 
play area with Julius Martin 
Lane. 

The path is the responsibility 
of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council but residents say it is 
being ignored by litter-pickers. 

There are also no bins for 
people to use. 

One resident, Sara Lang, said 
the “disgusting” state of the 
path was becoming a “health 
hazard”. 

Mrs Lang said: "The verges of 
the lane are bestrewn with litter 
of all nature - empty cans, 
bottles, plastic bags, polysty¬ 
rene boxes, old tyres and card¬ 
board. 

“It is a complete eyesore as 
well as being unhygienic. 

“Thorne Lane is used exten¬ 
sively by schoolchildren, resi-

dents and dog-walkers and is 
becoming a health hazard with 
the degree of festering litter 
and the revolting, disease- 
ridden ditch. 

“Last week I picked up five 
glass bottles from the area and 
disposed of them in my own 
home recycling bin, as if they 
are left they get broken and 
pose a real threat of physical 
injury to children and dogs.” 

Last year, the lane was paved 
and council workmen had kept 
on top of the litter. 

But now residents say the 
problem has become worse, 
both along the lane and in the 
play area - and they are de¬ 
manding bins be installed. 

Shirley Thompson, of King¬ 
fisher Drive, said: “The fact we 
haven’t got bins in such a well- 
used area is disgusting. 

“Not everyone cares enough 
about the environment to take 
their litter home with them and 
if there aren’t any bins they’re

just going to keep on dumping 
it. We can’t go on like this any 
longer.” 

Soham Town Council has 
also written to the district 
council calling for action. 

A district council spokesman 
said: “We are aware of ongoing 
litter problems in Thorne Lane 
and are working with Veolia, 
our cleansing contractor, to 
improve the situation. 


“Our monitoring officer will 
visit the site regularly to check 
the necessary work is now 
being carried out and he will 
also investigate suitable loc¬ 
ations for litter bins in the area. 

“We apologise for the incon¬ 
venience.” 

He also warned that officers 
would work to take action 
against litterers and fly-tippers 
in the area. 


Hundreds 
share views 
on station 

MORE than 500 people have had 
their say on how Ely railway 
station could be improved - and 
the consultation is still ongoing. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is currently seeking views 
on how the station’s links with 
other forms of transport can be 
enhanced.

New housing bid, 
but rail ‘unlikely’ 


PLANS for 500 new homes, 
a primary school and a 
community centre on the 
north-east edge of Ely will 
be unveiled tomorrow. 

The proposals for land east of 
the Princess of Wales Hospital will 
go on display at St Mary’s lunior 
School, in High Barns, Ely, from 
6pm at an event held by the 
Church Commissioners, an 
investment company run by the 
Church of England. 

The plans for Highflyer Farm 
could be the first phase of a 
scheme to build thousands of 
homes north of Ely over the next 
15 years, expanding its population 
from 15,000 to 25,000 residents. 

Residents will be able to comm¬ 
ent on the plans tomorrow night 
until 8.30pm, and on Saturday 
between 10am and 2pm. 

Ely mayor Cllr Brian Ashton, 
who, with other City of Ely coun¬ 
cillors, was consulted on the plans

of Ely. 

“The Church Commissioners 
have prepared an exciting, inter¬ 
esting plan for the future develop¬ 
ment of Ely. 

“Many features in it reflect the 
potential for producing a coherent 
and integrated future develop¬ 
ment for the north of Ely.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who represents 
north Ely on the city council, 
added: “This outline application is 
certainly a very worthy attempt at 
a plan. 

“It shows how a boulevard will 
access the whole of north Ely from 
Thistle Corner roundabout. 

“The large part of the lower 
lying areas is allocated to the 
country park and there is 
considerable impetus for an 
urban drainage system. 

“They have put a lot of thought 
into the design. It recognises that 
mistakes have been made in the 
past and that this site deserves a 


very high degree of thought into 
how it links to other parts of the 
city.” 

Asked whether the redevelop¬ 
ment could pave the way for the 
reopening of Chettisham railway 
station, Cllr Rouse was less con¬ 
vinced. 

He said: “When you think what 
trains might stop there and what 
line it is on, it does not seem that 
likely. But who knows what might 
happen in 20 or 30 years time. At 
this stage, however, it’s unlikely.” 

The site is identified for new 
homes in the Ely Masterplan, 
which was published by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
in spring last year. 

A project website, www.high 
flyerfarm-ely.co.uk, will be live 
from Monday. 

Ioanna Loxton, planning and 
development manager for the 
Church Commissioners said: “We 
are fully committed to consult¬ 
ation with the local community in 
Ely and all feedback received will 
be carefully considered.” 
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Tobacco search 
lead to collision 

A MOTORIST crashed into a 
churchyard wall after looking away 
from the road to find his tobacco, a 
court heard. 

Twenty-year-old William Lines 
had only passed his driving test 
three months before the collision 
in High Street, Sutton. 

It happened at around 9am on 
September 12 while driving his 
father’s Toyota Hilux. 

Lines, of Elizabeth Court, Sutton, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday, where he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving with¬ 
out due care and attention. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
“Lines was driving along the High 
Street when he came to a sharp 
bend beside the church. 

“As he went round the bend, he 
lost control of the vehicle and 
mounted the grass verge under¬ 
neath the church wall. 

“It grazed the wall and the 
vehicle tipped over. 

“He told police he was looking 
down to find his tobacco at the 
time.” 

Unrepresented in court, Lines 
said: “I was driving my dad’s car so 
I was unfamiliar with the steering 
wheel and I know looking down for 
my tobacco was completely wrong. 

“I passed my test in June, 2010. 

“I was also in a rush for football 
at the time.” 

Magistrates endorsed Lines’s 
driving licence with four penalty 
points. 

He was also fined £60, ordered to 
pay £70 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

Mushroom bid 
causes a stink 


FURIOUS residents have 
vowed to fight plans for a 
40-acre mushroom farm in 
their village. 

Protestors say the development 
of a state-of-the-art mushroom 
farm and anaerobic digestion 
plant in Littleport will have a 
“devastating” effect on their lives. 

Alan Rogerson, whose home on 
the A1101, Mildenhall Road, over¬ 
looks the proposed site, has laun¬ 
ched a campaign against the plans 
and already has more than 40 
residents behind him. 

Mr Rogerson, an agricultural 
engineer, said: “There are a lot of 
people who are furious about this. 

“We’re going to try and fight the 
plans to the very end.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
local firms G’s Growers and 
Produce Global Solutions (PGS) 
want to build the multi-million 
pound farm on land at May Farm, 
on Mildenhall Road. 

The proposals, if approved 
would create more than 100 jobs, 
and provide locally-sourced 
mushrooms to companies across 
the continent. 

But the companies also want to 
build a 2.5 megawatt anaerobic 
digestion plant adjacent to the 
farm - which is causing camp- 
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aigners the most concern. 

The firms say the digestion 
plant would power the facility 
using waste from crop-growing 
operations in the area. Any sur¬ 
plus energy generated would be 
fed back to the national grid to 
power nearby homes and busi¬ 
nesses. 

Residents are concerned about 
the smell the digestion plant 
could produce. 

Mr Rogerson said: “We don’t 
object to the mushroom farm as 
such - we live in the fens and 
farming is good. It’s the digestion 
plant that is our bone of cont¬ 
ention. 

“Our main concerns are the 
stench it will give off, air pollution 
and the visual impact it will have 
on our open fenland. 

“This will also put thousands 
more lorries onto our rural roads 
each year and they cannot cope. 

“We believe people’s lives will 
be put at risk by the extra traffic 
this development would cause.” 

The campaigners were among 
more than 100 residents who 
attended a public exhibition at the

village hall last week to find out 
more about the proposals. 

Mr Rogerson said: “We put our 
point across and asked questions, 
and all we got was woolly ans¬ 
wers. 

“We’re now going to sit down 
and do more research to streng¬ 
then the campaign.” 

The plans have been unveiled 
ahead of a formal planning 
application due to be submitted 
in February. 

G’s Growers and PGS insist the 
plans will have a “positive knock- 
on effect for a large number of 
people”.

Mrs Harding said: “However, this 
does not mean that any of us 
should be complacent. 

“Valuables such as sat-navs, 
handbags and mobile phones must 
be kept out of view or, better still, 
be taken out of the car altogether. 

“If we are all vigilant we can keep 
the local crime rate down in East 
Cambridgeshire.”

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‘We can’t see 
twin tapestry’ 


A COLOURFUL tap¬ 
estry commissioned 
to celebrate the link 
between Ely and Ribe 
- its Danish twin 
town - is being “hid¬ 
den” from view. 

Community leaders are 
now demanding action to 
show the artwork. 

In 2004, former mayor 
of Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
suggested that a special 
tapestry be made in Den¬ 
mark and put on perm¬ 
anent public display in 
Ely 

Ely has been twinned 
with Ribe, Denmark’s old¬ 
est town in Jutland, since 
1956. 

Members of the Ely- 
Ribe Association agreed 
the tapestry would be an 
ideal way to celebrate the 
twinning’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary in 2006. 

Award-winning Danish 
artist Mona Lise Martin- 
ussen was commissioned 
by the City of Ely Council 
to weave a tapestry illust¬ 
rating the features of both 
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cities and in 2006 it was 
unveiled in the foyer of 
The Maltings - where it 
has been ever since. 

But as The Maltings is 
open to the public “less 
and less”, the Ely-Ribe Ass¬ 
ociation is worried about 
the future of the tapestry. 

Cllr Hobbs, a member of 
the association, said: “The 
foyer of The Maltings 
seemed the ideal location 
- it was one of Ely’s most 
popular places at the time 
for both locals and 
tourists. 

“Now because it’s closed 
more than it’s open and 
because it’s so quiet, no¬ 
body is able to really see 
the tapestry as it’s hidden. 

“This beautiful piece of 
art was commissioned for 
the benefit of the whole 
community and it’s a great 
tourist attraction. 

“For it to be stuck 
behind doors the majority 
of the time is sad.” 

He added: “Every time 


we ask what’s happening 
with The Maltings we’re 
palmed off. 

“We’re getting no feed¬ 
back from anybody but 
people need to know 
what’s happening - not 
just for the sake of the 
tapestry - but for the sake 
of the whole building.”

Drank man took 
brother’s Rover 


A DRUNK man who took 
his brother's car without 
permission came close to 
setting it alight, a court 
heard. 

Joseph Oliver, 21, downed more 
than 10 cans of lager on New 
Year’s Eve before stealing his 
brother’s car keys and driving off 
in the early hours. 

His brother, Benjamin Oliver, 
went to bed at around 3am on 
New Year’s Day, looked out the 
window and noticed his Rover 
Sprite was missing. 

When he went downstairs, he 
saw the car keys had disappeared 
and believed either his father or 
brother had taken the vehicle. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
“About an hour went by before Mr 
Oliver reported the incident to 
police. He was concerned because 
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he knew his brother was drunk.” 

At around noon on New Year’s 
Day, Oliver, who has since been 
thrown out of his family home in 
High Street, Sutton, handed 
himself into Ely police station. 

Mr Brown said: “He told police 
he’d drunk more than 10 cans of 
lager that night and that around 
midnight he walked home from a 
friend’s house. 

“He told them he took the keys 
and drove his brother’s car know¬ 
ing he was drunk and that he 
didn’t have his brother’s consent. 

“He told them he drove to Ely 
and then to a dirt track in Mepal. 

“There, he damaged the ignit¬ 
ion and put a rag in the fuel tank 
because he considered setting it 
alight. However, he said he 


couldn’t bring himself to do it. 

“He then left the car, walked to 
a friend’s house and stayed there 
for the night, before waking up 
and realising what he’d done.” 

Oliver, who is now living in 
High Barns, Ely, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
where he pleaded guilty to a 
charge of aggravated vehicle 
taking and vehicle damage, and 
using a motor vehicle without 
third party insurance. 

Unrepresented in court, he 
said: “I’m really ashamed about 
what I did to my brother and want 
to pay him every penny.” 

Magistrates disqualified Oliver 
from driving for 12 months. 

He was also ordered to comp¬ 
lete 100 hours of unpaid work in 
the local community, to pay £300 
compensation to his brother and 
£70 court costs.

Stepping out for Nordic walk 


B eing a dog owner, going 
for a walk is something 
I’ve had to grow to love. 
But the thought of walking just for 
fun, without an excitable German 
Shepherd at my side, just doesn’t 
appeal. 

So, when I was asked if I would 
give the sport of Nordic walking a go, 
I was a little sceptical. And since 
when had walking become a sport? 

Nordic walking, originally known 
as ski walking, involves striding out 
with poles, similar to those used by 
skiers. 

It evolved as an off-season ski¬ 
training activity, where skiers could 
exercise and train all year-round 
without having snow under their 
feet. 

Today, across the world, people of 
all ages are reaping the benefits of 
this quirky activity. 

Oliver Gynn, from Swaffham

Bulbeck, is a qualified Nordic 
walking instructor and runs private 
classes for those who want to give it a 

go- 

This month he has also been 
running free taster sessions at 
Wicken Fen Nature Reserve. 

And that’s where I found myself 
last week as I borrowed a pair of 
poles and spent half-an-hour 
learning the techniques. 

After a few laps of the field at the 
end of the session, according to 
Oliver, I was doing it like the 
professionals,

is that it’s so simple and it just comes 
naturally,” he said. 

“Once someone’s been shown 
how to professionally hold the poles 
and move forward, they’re away. 

“It’s simply a case of letting your 
arms relax, walking as normal with 
the poles in your hands and then 
your arms naturally want to get 
involved so they move the poles for 
you. 

“It’s like skiing on land, without 
the skis and without the snow, but 
with all the benefits.” 

Not only does Nordic walking 
make you look like a professional 
walker, compared to when I’m being 
dragged along by the dog, it also

makes you feel good. 

My arms and chest felt 
strong, my legs felt toned and I 
definitely felt I had burned 
more calories than I would have 
done on a normal walk. 

“The benefits are huge,” Oliver 
said. 

“Nordic walking doesn’t take up 
any extra energy compared to 
normal walking but it actually 
burns 40 per cent more energy, 
therefore, burning more calories 
and increasing your heart rate. 

“It increases overall strength, 
works the muscles properly and 
improves balance and stability. 

“It’s also great for people 
recovering from injuries or 
operations. I recently had my knee 
replaced and within three weeks I 
was back using the poles. 

“Seven weeks later my doctor 
can’t believe how well it’s healed.” 

■ Free Nordic walking taster 
sessions are still on at Wicken Fen.

Villagers’ 28pc 
tax hike ‘shock’ 


VILLAGERS have been hit by a 
“shocking” 28 per cent rise in 
their parish precept. 

Sutton Parish Council approved the 
hike just days after East Cambridgeshire 
District Council confirmed it planned to 
freeze council tax to “reduce the strain” 
on residents. 

Parish councillor David Atkinson, 
who voted against the increase, has 
written to Local Government Minister 
Eric Pickles to inform him of the 
“excessive” increase. 

But Rosie Seymour, clerk to the parish 
council, insists it is “fully justifiable”. 

Cllr Atkinson said: “I feel sickened and 
genuinely upset for the taxpayers of 
Sutton. 

“Since becoming a councillor, I have 
tried to represent the best interests of 
the parishioners. 

“In view of this unprecedented and 
shocking increase, I fear to little effect.” 

The precept is the amount the parish 
council collects each year to meet its 
spending requirements. 

The increase in Sutton will see 
taxpayers in a Band D property pay 
£2.31 a week. 

Cllr Atkinson said: “There were a few 
of us who voted against this but it went 
through by the majority vote. 

“The district council has frozen

council tax yet we have now forced 
people to pay 28 per cent more. 

“These are difficult times for people 
and this is an awful lot more money for 
families to have to pay.” 

Mrs Seymour defended the hike. She 
said: “Sutton Parish Council had a full 
council meeting when it was resolved 
that the precept would be set at 
£166,500. 

“Last year’s figure was £130,000. 

“This decision is fully justifiable and 
reflects the sheer amount of services 
and facilities we provide for the benefit 
of villagers.” 

By comparison, Littleport Parish 
Council has increased its precept by just 
0.1 per cent and Wilburton and Little 
Downham parish councils’ precepts 
look set to stay the same. 

Little Thetford Parish Council has 
increased its precept by 4 per cent and 
Coveney’s has increased by 8 per cent. 

Sandra Thompson, clerk for both 
Little Thetford and Coveney parish 
councils said: “As parish councils, we’ve 
been mindful that times are hard and 
we feel these increases are both quite 
modest.”

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
says the improvements will enable 
people of all ages and physical abilities 
to access the site more easily. 

One of the paths affected is the sect¬ 
ion of Springhead Lane, off Lisle Lane, 
leading into the park. 

As well as laying a granite dust finish 
to create an even surface, workmen will 
also be de-silting drainage ditches in the 
area to improve the flow of streams. 

The country park loop path will also 
be expanded to form a route around the 
play area and the People’s Wood to link it 
with Cresswells Lane’s and Fisherman’s 
car parks. 

The third path to be improved will be 
the public right-of-way from the river 
along to Kiln Lane on the southern flood 
field, which will be resurfaced. 

Dr Ian Mell, the council’s green infra¬ 
structure development officer, said: “The 
aim of the country park is to be a place 
that everyone - no matter their age or 
physical abilities - can enjoy. 

“To achieve this goal we need to 
improve the existing network of paths to 
ensure they don't become a muddy 
mess at the first hint of rain, stopping 
children, the elderly and those with 
physical disabilities accessing the park. 

“The work should be completed in 
early March ready for everyone to set off 
adventures in the spring.” 

The work, which will take about six 
weeks, is part of a number of projects to 
develop the area in the park using 
money available from the Government's 
Housing Growth Fund. 

Access to the paths will be limited 
during the works with the Springhead 
Lane scheme likely to lead to the temp¬ 


orary closure of that route into the park. 

Other work to be tackled over the next 
six weeks will include re-turfing and re¬ 
modelling the hilltop slide, laying grass 
matting to improve access to the maze 
and general tidying up of the park. 

The works on Springhead Lane and in 
the southern flood field will start on 
Monday.

certificate 15 108m 

NATALIE Portman stars in a 
career-defining performance 
that required 10 months of 
gruelling physical preparation 
before the cameras rolled. 

All of that incredible will and 
discipline in the dance studio 
certainly pays off - not once 
do we doubt that Portman 
could perform the 
demanding solos from Swan 
Lake that punctuate this 
psychological drama. 

The actress powerfully 
conveys the disparity 
between her character's 
physical strength and grace, 
and her mental frailty when 
insecurities and jealousy 
steadily gnaw away at her 
self-confidence. 

Artistic director Thomas Leroy

I F you don’t have a 
heated greenhouse and 
want to start your 
seeds early to give you a 
head start on spring, it’s 
time to invest in a heated 
propagator. 

Not only can you sow slow- 
growing tender perennials such 
as geraniums now, so they start 
flowering in time for summer, 
but you can also sow seeds of 
houseplants, tuberous begonias 
and exotics such as birds of 
paradise (Strelitzia reginae), 
and even perennials which you 
want to flower this year. 

First-year flowering 
perennials which can be sown 
early in heated propagators and 
then grown in a greenhouse or 
cool room include achillea, 
helenium, echinacea, salvia and 
coreopsis. They can be 
hardened off in a sheltered spot 
in early May and planted in 
their final position a couple of 
weeks later. 

Garden centres, mail order 
and online retailers offer a 
wealth of heated propagators of 
different sizes. Prices can vary 
enormously so it’s worthwhile 
doing some research into 
exactly what conditions the

seeds you want to sow need. 

“Check whether the heated 
propagator has a thermostatic 
control, which will control the 
temperature more constantly 
and click off if the room 
temperature becomes too 
warm,” says Richard 
Gianfrancesco, head of research 
at Which? Gardening , the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine. 

“This is important because 
windowsill temperatures tend to 
be unstable, in that they might 
have sun for part of the day and 
be cooler at other times.” 

Cheaper propagators tend to 
have one or two settings, such 
as cool and warm, irrespective 
of indoor temperatures, which 
means that the propagators have 
to be monitored more carefully 


to ensure temperatures inside 
them don’t become too high. 

Think carefully about the 
seeds you are going to sow in a 
heated propagator, 
Gianfrancesco advises. 

If you want to grow 
tomatoes, cucumbers and 
courgettes which you are 
expecting to grow on in the 
greenhouse in summer, you can 
sow them early in heated 
propagators. If, however, you 
want to plant tender veg 
outside, think about timing. 

Courgettes, melons and 
sunflowers, for example, are 
traditionally sown late and can’t 
be planted out in the garden 
until the end of May or 
beginning of June, so they 
won’t benefit from being 
germinated in a heated 
propagator early because you’ll 
still have to keep them indoors. 

However, seeds which take a 
long time to germinate, such as 
chillies and sweet peppers, are 
ideal to start off in a heated 
propagator. 

But be aware that tender 
plants will need to be kept 
indoors for weeks after being 
potted on, so you’ll need 
enough space to keep them in 
your house or in a frost-free 


greenhouse or conservatory 
until the weather is warmer. A 
recent heated propagator test by 
Which? Gardening found its 
best buy to be a Stewart Heat & 
Grow Thermostatic Propagator 
(£30, stockists 020 8603 5700, 
www. stewartcompany. co. uk ), 
which switched off the heating 
element at higher room 
temperatures to stop the 
compost becoming too hot. 

The Garland Triple Top 
Electric Windowsill Propagator, 
at £26 (01384 278 256, 
www.garlandproducts. com), 
also scored highly, thanks to its 
ease of use. Three separate 


units sit neatly in the heated 
base and offer great versatility. 
For example, one fully closed 
for germination, another had 
the vents open for hardening off 
seedlings and one had its lid off 
for growing on. At just 18cm 
wide, it’s also ideal for a narrow 
windowsill. 

As well as heated 
propagators, you can also buy 
warming mats which are placed 
underneath regular propagators 
and are suited to a narrow 
windowsill. 

The trial concluded: “If your 
windowsill is likely to get 
warmer than 20C during the 


daytime, a propagator with a 
thermostat, such as the Stewart, 
is a good investment. 

“Bear in mind that the 
temperature inside the 
propagator is about 10 degrees 
higher than the room 
temperature. 

“It would, therefore, be best 
suited to a cool room that 
doesn't go above 10-15C during 
the day."

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Car Insurance fraud 
‘linked to crime rings’ 



ACCIDENT: But was it staged? Concerns are growing that gangs 
are setting up incidents to fraudulently claim insurance. 


MOTOR insurance 
fraud now has links to 
organised crime, a 
police chief has told 
MPs, writes Peter 
Woodman of PA News. 

Fraud has become 
“highly organised and 
clearly very profitable”, 
said Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Geraint Anwyl, 
of the roads policing 
section at the Assoc¬ 
iation of Chief Police 
Officers (Acpo). 

He said fraudsters 
were setting up claims 
management companies 
where the “doctor”, the 
“solicitor” and the 
collision “victim” might 
possibly be members of 
the same crime family. 

Induced collisions and 
staged collisions were 
taking place as well as 
fictitious collisions. 

The fact that fraudsters 
moved around made it 
harder for them to be 
detected, Mr Anwyl told 
the MPs. 

Mr Anwyl said of the 
situation: “Major frauds 
that are now occurring 
are linked to organised 
crime. An entire incident 
is contained within a 
group often related to 


each other. 

“If they were based in 
certain areas they would 
be easier to detect but 
groups are moving 
around.” 

Road Safety Minister 
Mike Penning also gave 
evidence, but before 
doing so announced that 
from this spring, it will 
be an offence to keep an 
uninsured vehicle, rather 
than just to drive when 
uninsured. 


Currently every 
responsible motorist 
pays an average £30 each 
year within their 
premiums to cover 
crashes involving unin¬ 
sured and untraced 
drivers. It is also 
estimated that uninsured 
and untraced drivers kill 
160 people and injure 
23,000 every year. 

Mr Penning said: 
“Uninsured drivers push 
up premiums for other 


motorists and often drive 
with no regard for other 
road users, so it is vital 
that we do everything we 
can to keep them off the 
roads. 

“More than 400 
uninsured vehicles are 
already being seized by 
the police every day, but 
it is simply not possible 
to catch every uninsured 
driver in this way. 

“That is why we are 
bringing in these new 
powers which will help 
us to take targeted action 
while freeing up police 
time to deal with the 
hard core of offenders.” 

Appearing before the 
committee, Mr Penning 
said the Government was 
working with insurers to 
ensure they had access 
to Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
information to check, for 
example, that a motorist 
had supplied a correct 
age. 

Mr Penning said those 
wishing to be insured 
might be invited to tick a 
box giving their insurer 
permission to contact 
the DVLA. 

Such a scheme might 
be introduced within six 
months, he added.
